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Developments 


change face 
of Ontario

The first thing new- 
comers to Ontario will 
notice is that the city is now 
in a state of change. 

Housing and industrial 
development trends, the 
City Hall, the airport, On- 
tario Motor Speedway and 
even scenic Euclid Avenue 
have all changed or are 
changing this year. 

When newcomers and 
local lifetime residents 
hear the name ‘‘Ontario”’ 
they usually picture 
Euclid’s wide, shady lanes. 
A portion of the historic 
avenue will change within 
the next two years. 

The city has, this year, 
received state funding to 
build an underpass between 
Park and Transit streets 
which will carry six lanes of 
Euclid traffic below and 
past Southern and Union 
Pacific Railroad tracks.

The city of Ontario’s 
Police Department has 110 
officers to protect the city’s 
37 square miles and 78,000 
residents. 

The Police Department 
offers an array of services 
to the public through its 
community services divi- 


sion, including a 
neighborhood watch 
program. 


Lee Kolbrek is chief of 
the department, located at 
200 N. Cherry Ave. 

Fire protection is provid- 
ed by the Ontario Fire 
Department, which in- 
cludes a paramedic service 
to the community. The 
department has 81 
firefighters to protect the 
city. 

There are six fire stations 
in the city at 425 E. B St., 
114 E. Ralston St., 1408 E. 
Francis St., 1005 N. Moun- 
tain Ave., Fourth Street at 
the I-10 Freeway and an 
under-construction station 
at Haven Avenue and Route 
60. 

David Lee is chief of the 
Fire Department.

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Hailed as a step forward 
for safety, the underpass 
will enable cars to bypass 
trains which can block 
Euclid for up to an hour, 
cutting South Ontario off 
from emergency services 
and hospitals located in the 
central portion of the city. 

It will be heavily 
landscaped to help it blend 
in with the rest of Euclid. 

Construction isn’t ex- 
pected to begin before Oc- 
tober, 1981. 

Euclid’s shaded expanse 
sets the mood for many of 
the tree-lined 
neighborhoods to be found 
in Ontario. It’s beauty is no 
accident. The founding 
fathers designed Ontario as 
a model community from 
the start. 

It’s no wonder thousands 
of new residents have settl- 
ed in Ontario during recent 
years. It boasts at least 62 
churches and an array of 
commercial services and 
shopping areas. A major 
regional shopping center is 
only a few miles away, in a 
neighboring community. 

Ontario is also within 
easy access to metropolitan 
Los Angeles, to Southland 
beaches, the California 
desert and several moun- 
tain resorts and wilderness 
areas. 

Ontario growth trends are 
leveling off now, though. 
With a population of 78,000, 
city officials report the 
city’s construction of single 
family homes is beginning 
to slow down. 

Instead, they said, there 
seems to be a shift toward 
construction of new con- 
dominiums in an attempt to 
conserve valuable land and 
keep prices down. 

In spite of the economy’s 
recent troubles, industries 
are still looking closely at 
Ontario’s Vintage In- 
dustrial Park, according to 
Tim Steinhaus, redevelop- 
ment agency deputy direc- 
tor. 

Steinhaus said smaller in- 
dustries, especially, are 
flocking to Ontario now. 

The location of the city’s 
industrial parks make them 
ideal. They’re close to 
several key freeways, 
railroads and Ontario Inter- 
national Airport. 

Soaring fuel costs and 
shortages of gas at any 
price have hit the aviation 
industry hard but Dennis 
Watson, OIA spokesman, 
said Ontario’s airport is 
“not down nearly as much

dropped 8.7 percent so far 
this year as compared to 
last year and cargo 
shipments have dropped 53 
percent but Watson is quick 
to point out that this has 
been the first slump in 
years. 

He said the airport is still 
expected to handle more 
than 2 million passengers in 
1980. 

In 1978 and 1979, he said, 
passenger use of OIA grew 
by an average of 19 percent 
a year. Adding in this year’s 
slump and, taking an 
average, ‘‘It’s still about a 
15 percent increase over 
three years,”’ he said. 

Also, in past years, OIA’s 
cargo shipments were in- 
creasing by as much as 200 
or 300 percent a year, he 
said. 

Watson said airlines at 
OIA are eagerly awaiting

Keeping pace with the 
march of time, Upland has 
followed a steady progres- 
sion in its nearly 75-year 
history from citrus groves 
to a thriving community 
known as ‘‘the city of 
gracious living.” 

When first settled in 1882 
by the Chaffey brothers, 
William and George Jr., it 
was little more than a str- 
ing of houses clustered 
along Euclid Avenue. 

Hundreds of acres of 
groves surrounding the 
settlement were irrigated 
by a comprehensive water 
system developed by 
George Chaffey, transfor- 
ming the once-dry desert

and: citrus groves to thriving city 


into a thriving orchard. 
That, with the wide 
boulevard of Euclid Avenue 
lined with grevillea and 
pepper trees, led the city to 
be touted as ‘‘the paradise 
of the foothills.” 

The area was known as 
North Ontario until 1902 
when the more descriptive 
name was chosen. Upland 
was incorporated in 1906 
despite protests from On- 
tario residents who hoped to 
maintain control over the 
settlement, and the city will 
celebrate its 75th anniver- 
sary in May 1981. 

Today, the city boasts a 
population of more than 45,- 
000 — nearly triple the 
number of residents in 1960.

has been joined by a grow- 
ing problem with air pollu- 
tion. Smog from the 
thousands of West End 
residents who commute to 
Orange and Los Angeles 
counties becomes trapped 
in the foothills, and Upland 
generally rates as one of the 
smoggiest cities in Southern 
California 

In an effort to keep the 
situation from getting 
worse, little heavy industry 
is allowed within the city 
except for several rock 
quarries which were es-

tablished before air quality 
became a consideration. 

There are, however, in- 
dustrial parks scattered 
throughout the city for light 
and service-related 
businesses. Products 
produced in Upland include 
telephones, orchard 
heaters, paint and auto 
parts. 

Shopping opportunities 
have grown to serve the 
mushrooming population, 
with a wide range of centers 
lining Foothill Boulevard 
and Mountain Avenue. The 


¥ 
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city’s largest complex, 
Mountaingreen Center, 
opened two years ago and 
features movie theaters, a 
gym, restaurants and rows 
ef shops conveniently 
located off Interestate 10. 

Downtown Upland, 
clustered about the kiosk at 
Ninth Street and Second 
Avenue, boasts roughly 70 
businesses. It has been the 
heart of the city since the 
1800s when horse and 
buggies stood parked out- 
side the shops. 

Upland’s history and its 
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role in the westward move- 
ment is commemorated by 
the Madonna of the Trail 
statue at the intersection of 
Foothill Boulevard and 
Euclid Avenue: One of 12 
identical statues across the 
country, it honors the role 
of the pioneer woman in 
settling the west. 

The Upland statue marks 
the end of the trail, with the 
first monument located in 
Bethesda, Md. 

The Madonna was 
dedicated in 1929, and the

How do you provide a 
variety of public services 
for the largest county in the 
United States? 

That’s a question the San 
Bernardino County Board of 
Supervisors grapples with 
annually during budget 
hearings and, quite often, 
during weekly board 
meetings. 

San Bernardino County, 
more than 21,000 square 
miles in area, is twice the 
size of any of California’s 
other 57 counties and larger 
than nine states. 

The county’s vast desert 
region bordering Nevada 
and Arizona accounts for 
much of the area. 

But empty spaces are fill- 
ing up. From a population 
of 628,000 in 1970, the county 
grew to an estimated 869,- 
000 this year, with the 1980 
federal census results still 
pending. San Bernardino 
County ranks as the sixth 
most populous county in the 
state. 

About one-third of the 
county’s residents live in 
the West End. 

One way to understand 
county government is to 
know where the money 
comes from. State and 
federal funds provide half 
the revenue for countywide 
programs. 

Much of what the county 
does reaches the poor, the 
needy and those in trouble 
with the law — not in ser- 
vices directly affecting the 
average resident. Welfare 
and social services, law en- 
forcement, court operations 
and health care take up 
about 70 percent of the 
funds spent by county 
government. 

The overall county budget 
for 1980-81 tops $510 million. 

In unincorporated areas, 
the county provides 
municipal services. Since 
the incorporation of Rancho 
Cucamonga in 1977, 
relatively few West End 
residents rely on the county 
for municipal services. 
Nearly all of the West End’s 
population lives in its five 
cities. 

However, the county, 
joining with residents and 
property owners, is playing 
an important role in the 
planning for the future of 
the unincorporated Chino 
Hills. A specific plan to 
guide development of some 


18,000 acres 
prepared. 

County government is a 
myriad of boards, com- 
missions, committees, 
departments, agencies and 
special districts. 

But ultimate responsibili- 
ty for the running of county 
government rests with the 
Board of Supervisors. The 
supervisors represent five 
geographic districts of the 
county of roughly equal pop- 
ulation. They meet Mon- 
days in San Bernardino, the 
county seat since creation 
of the county in 1853. 

Supervisor Robert Town- 
send represents the fourth 
district, which includes 
Chino, Montclair, the Chino 
Hills and the southern por- 
tions of Ontario and Fon- 
tana. 

Supervisor Cal McElwain 
represents the second dis- 
trict, which includes 
Rancho Cucamonga, 
Upland and the northern 
parts of Ontario and Fon- 
tana. 

Years ago, when West 
End residents needed coun- 
ty services, they usually 
had to travel to San Bernar-

dino. That situation has 
gradually changed. 


In 1958, the first county 
branch office building was 
complete at Mountain 
Avenue and Sixth Street in 
Ontario, the site of the pre- 
sent West Valley court com- 
plex. 

The building was one of 
several paid for by con- 
struction bonds approved in 
1956 and repaid from shares 
of local governments’ sales 
taxes. 

Branch office buildings 
for county government 
were completed in Chino in 
1976 and Ontario in 1977. 

This year’s county budget 
includes more than $3.5 
million for design, land ac- 
quisition, site development 
and initial construction of 
the planned West Valley 
Law and Justice Center in 
east Ontario near 
Cucamonga- Guasti 
Regional Park. Projected 
costs of the project top $30 
million. 

Supervisors appoint a 
county administrative of- 
ficer who is responsible for 
overseeing the day-to-day 
operations of county 
government.

The park’s 50 campsites 
have full utility hookups, 
and charges are $4 per 
night. The primitive cam- 
ping area can accommodate 
still more campers, and 
charges are $2.50 per night. 
Reservations are required 
only for group camping. 

After two years of work, 
the 58-acre lake has been 
filled with specially treated 
wastewater. Planned 
boating facilities are nearly 
completed. The lake will be 
used by sailboats, rowboats 
and pedal boats. 

The water at the lake 
comes from the regional 
sewage treatment plant 
south of Chino. The Chino 
Basin Water Municipal 
Water District has nearly 
completed a declorination 
plant and denitrification 
ponds. These facilities will 
make the water safe for fish 
and boaters, which should 
soon fill the lake. 

Ground-breaking for a 
swimming lagoon begins 
this fall. The lagoon, 
possibly ready for next 
summer, will be built with a 
federal grant from the Land 
and Water Conservation 
Fund. 

Some areas of Prado 
Regional Park are off limits 
to visitors.

in Montclair

After becoming a. shop- 
ping and entertainment cen- 
ter for the West End in the 
70s Montclair hopes to ex- 
pand its high-income hous- 
ing in the ‘80s. 

New single-family homes 
with backyards big enough 
to keep horses are being de- 
veloped on county land 
south of city limits, while 
new condominium com- 
plexes are being occupied. 

One such complex, lo- 
cated across the street 
from the new civic center, 
was built through the city’s 
new redevelopment agency. 
The agency has redeveloped 
an adjoining shopping cen- 
ter on Central Avenue and 
Benito Street as well. 

The center includes a six- 
screen movie theater and 
three fast-food restaurants. 
It is joined by the new 
Montclair Entertainment 
Center, which includes five 
new restaurants, eight mov- 
ie theaters, a health spa and 
an ice-cream parlor. 

The Montclair Entertain- 
ment Center, along with the 
Montclair Plaza and nearby 
entertainment-related busi- 
nesses, and combined with 
an expanded Auto Mall and 


specialty stores along Cen- 
tral Avenue, all create a 
solid sales tax base that 
pays for the city’s excellent 
services. 

Montclair boasts a fire 
department with a ‘‘class 
1” rating, a police depart- 
ment with more than 50 em- 
ployees and a human 
services department with a 
free clinic, a senior citizen 
center and a raquetball-au- 
ditorium complex. 

Montclair was the first to 
establish cooperative 
agreements with fire and 
police agencies in other cit- 
ies. For example, several 
traffic signals will be in- 
stalled this year with help 
from the cities of Ontario 
and Upland. 

Cooperation is the key to 
Montclair’s success, says 
Mayor Harold Hayes. It 
may have a population of 
only 22,000 and a budget of 
only $8.8 million, but it sits 
in the hub of a metropolitan 
area of 500,000 people. 

“We're willing to keep 
pace with the times and be 
innovative,’’ says Hayes, 
who is celebrating his 21 
years of elective service in 
the city this year.

With only about one-third 
of the city’s 32 square miles 
developed. Rancho 
Cucamonga is expected to 
see much planned growth in 
the coming year. 

As one of the newer cities 
in California, Rancho 
Cucamonga officials have 
taken a close look at its 
future since the incorpora- 
tion vote in November 1977. 

“The key is the future,” 
according to City Manager 
Lauren Wasserman. A 
general plan is now being 
developed to guide the 
city’s growth. 

“It’s going to be a good 
community...a good place 
to live and a good place to 
work,”’ he says. 

Wasserman says the city 
of more than 52,000 
residents is ‘‘the best 
balanced community” with 
the proper amount of in- 
dustrial, residential and 
commercial development. 

Most of the city’s growth 
will take place east of 
Haven Avenue, where very 
little development has 
taken place. Two 
developers have ambitious 
plans for planned com- 
munities in the vicinity of 
Haven Avenue and 
eastward. To be included is 
a proposed regional shop- 
ping center to be located 
near Interstate 15. 

The way has opened for 
new residential projects 


this month after the lifting . 


of a moratorium started by 
the county four years ago 
and carried on by the city in 
1978. 

The only residential 
building to continue in that 





time was on projects ap- 
proved before the 
moratorium.’ 

Rancho Cucamonga is 
comprised of three com- 
munities — Alta Loma, 
Cucamonga and Etiwanda 
— which still try and main- 
tain their individuality. 
Each have their own post 
office listings. 

Rancho Cucamonga was 
chosen as the name for the 
new city because it was the 
first official recorded name 
given to the area in 1839 by 
Don Tiburcio Tapia, a 
rancher.

YOUR PET AND HOT 
WEATHER DANGERS 


During the summer months we see many dogs suffering from 
problems caused by hot weather. The most serious of these prob- 
lems is heat stroke 


Dogs normally get rid of excess heat by panting but when surrounding temperatures 
reach 100° F or more panting becomes ineffective, and the body temperature rises to 
dangerous levels 


Heat stroke is seen most frequently in animals left in a car. Even with the windows 
partially open the temperature in a car can rise rapidly enough to be fatal to a pet within a 
few-minutes. Similar problems can occur in a pet left outdoors without shade or water, or 
one doing strenuous exercise on a hot day 


The symptoms of heat stroke include rapid panting, staggering, difficulty breathing, a 
dry mouth, and collapse. Treatment must be immediate. Get the animal to shade and wet 
him down with cool water. Once he has cooled off take him to a veterinarian as Soon as 
possible for emergency treatment. Even if the animal appears to recover after cooling off 
it should be seen by a veterinarian since some animals may have serious delayed symp- 
toms due to heat stroke. Brain damage can occur if the body temperature remains high 
for a period of time. This may result in subsequent convulsions or seizuring

Jury duty 
explained 


Jury duty lists are com- 
piled in San Bernardino 
from voter registration lists 
and lists of licensed drivers 
from the Department of 
Motor Vehicles. 

Prospective jurors are 
sent a card indicating their 
summons date. The day be- 
fore they are to appear, ju- 
rors call a Code-a-Phone 
recording which tells them 
whether or not they are 
needed. If they are not, they 
wait for a second summons 
card. If they are, they re- 
port to the court and form a 
panel, from which jurors 
are selected for cases. 

The jury duty period is 90 - 
days, during which jurors 
are on call. During that 
time, prospective jurors ei- 
ther report for four days or, 
if picked for a jury, serve 
the duration of the trial. 

Once a juror has served 
jury duty, his name is re- 
moved from the computer 
for one year.

Even the seat of city 
business changed during the 
past year as the finishing 
touches were put on On- 
tario’s new civic center.

Founders George and 
William Chaffey, of 
Brockville, Ontario, 
Canada, named their model 
colony after their 
birthplace. 

George Chaffey, in 1882 





visited a desolate area call- 
ed the ‘‘Cucamonga 
Desert” and purchased 6,- 
218 acres plus water rights 
for $60,000 

Soon the Chaffey brothers 
were surveying (George 
was an engineer) and plac- 
ing parcels on sale 


Euclid was named by 
George because of his 
fondness for mathematics 
It was surveyed first as the 
core of the community and 
planned with streets cross- 
ing every half mile 
Between 1888 and 1895 On- 
tario boasted the only 
gravity— powered mule 
cars operating in the coun- 
try. Cable cars were pulled 
up Euclid Avenue to the 
mountain foothills by mul- 
es. At the top of the route 








the mules would climb onto 
a rear platform to ride with 
the passengers back 
downhill 

Armstrong Nurseries, 
begun here in 1891, became 
noted as one of the coun 
try's better rose breeders 

And anyone who's ever 
owned a ‘‘Hotpoint’’ iron 
has held a piece of Ontario 
history in his hands 

The famous iron was 
developed in Ontario in 1902 
and christened in 1909

city of Upland celebrated 
last 
year with lavish 
ceremonies. A memory box 
sealed in the base of the 
statue was opened, reveal- 
ing newspapers, books, 
coins and other printed 
matter from a much 
younger Upland. 

The city has a reputation 
for quality development, 
governed by stringent plan- 
ning procedures and a 
specific growth manage- 
ment plan. New homes and 
planned residential 
developments are being 
built in the northwest por- 
tion of the city, and many 
homes in the 


city’s rich heritage. 

Matreyek Homes, a local 
developing company, has 
plans to build a 554-unit con- 
dominium project, which 
will include an 18-hole golf 
course, 110-room hotel, 
swimming pools for 
residents, tennis courts, a 
restaurant and small shop- 
ping center. 

The complex will be 
located on both sides of 16th 
Street, east of Campus 
Avenue. 

When the city is fully 
developed, projections set 
the population at 65,000 to 
70,000. 

City offices are housed in 
a new civic center at the 
corner of Euclid Avenue 
and Arrow Highway. 
Upland Public Library has 
89,000 volumes and a broad 
range of services offered to 
city residents free of 
charge. 

The graceful Bicentennial 
fountain sits in a courtyard 
between the library and 
City Hall, where most city 
services and offices are 
conveniently located. 

The fire, police and 
recreation departments are 
located in additional 
building to the east. 

The Recreation Depart- 


ment offers a wide range of 
classes year-round for all 
ages. An active senior 
citizens program is 
operated out of the Com- 
munity Center at 352 E. C 
St., included a hot lunch 
program 

The Recreation Depart- 
ment offers maps of the 
city’s parks, including 
Memorial Park, the largest 
at 40 acres, on Foothill 
Boulevard. Facilities in- 
clude softball diamonds and 
a hbandshell for concerts 


The city also has several 
soccer fields that are used 
through a cooperative 
agreement with the 
American Youth Soccer 
Association 

Other recreational 
facilities within the city in-

The Daily Report 
through the years 


On the morning of Sept. 
12, 1910, a stocky blond On- 
tario editor named Fred E. 
Unholz began writing the 
first editorial for his new 
daily newspaper. He wrote, 
in part: 

‘Modern conditions de- 
mand that daily newspapers 
be printed. All our neigh- 
bors have them. If the ad- 
vertisers of Upland and 
Ontario knew how we have 
been besieged to start a dai- 
ly, they would at least real- 
ize what advertising in such 
a paper is worth. 

‘‘Believe us, we are not 
starting this paper because 
we are particularly fond of 
work. We have always 
found about all we wanted 
to attend to on a weekly. 
Our patrons demand such a 
paper, however, and we are 
making our feeble effort at 
giving them what they 
want. 

“With things adjusted af- 
ter a time, we hope to im- 
prove the paper and make 
the daily in the same class 
as the weekly now published

by this company, the best 
thing possible for a town the 
size of Ontario.” 

The size of Ontario was 
then 4,274. Upland’s popula- 
tion was a mere 2,384. Yet 
the two communities ap- 
peared to be ready for a dai- 
ly newspaper. 

It was called the Daily 
Republican on inception, a 
name which was changed in 
1912, when two brothers, 
Cromble and H.L. Allen, 
bought the property. They 
wanted something less par- 
tisan at the top of their 
front page. They searched 
the titles of American news 
papers and could find no du- 
plication of the name finally 
chosen — The Daily Report. 
In its first listing in Ayer’s 
Directory, the paper was 
termed independent. 

The Daily Report was 
founded in a basically agri- 
cultural community which 
had been established in 1883 
by two engineering broth 
ers, George and William 
Chaffey, who immigrated tc 
the area from Canada.

Citrus groves covered the 
areas served by the paper 
and these served as the 
communities’ economic 
backbone for decades. Al- 
though the area is in tran- 
sition from agricultural 
influence to an industrial at- 
mosphere, farming still 
plays a role, with wine 
grapes, dairies, poultry 
ranches, hay and corn pro- 
viding a contribution to the 
local economy. 

The Daily Report’s fore- 
runners were published 
weekly. The first was the 
Ontario Fruit Grower, 
printed in Riverside by I.M.

the Model Colony in its third 
year and to decide whether 
it could support a local pa- 
per. The two stores and a 
scattering of houses made 
him skeptical. He doubted 
“whether I could find 25 
subscribers here.’ But he 
went ahead and installed his 
press in the spare corner of 
a lumber warehouse. The 
weekly continued to be pub- 
lished for the next 78 years. 

In his first year, Clarke 
claimed a circulation of 500. 
Two years later the town 
had 1.500 in population and 
the Record claimed 768 sub- 
scribers 

Still standing is the dai- 
ly's first home at the north- 
west corner of Lemon 
Avenue and Holt Boulevard. 
then A Street. Vhese tour 
pages a day were cranked 
out on a flatbed press. This 
excellent local organ played 
an important role in the co- 
lony's development 


In 1897 the Clarke broth- 
ers bought the Riverside 
Press and soon after that 
the Ontario paper was left 
to a new editor, A.A. Pid- 
dington. who had been on 
the staff more than 10 
years. 

Meanwhile, in 1888, the 
Ontario Observer had been 
launched by a fiery Demo- 
crat, R.J. Blackburn. whose 
clever comments gave an 
added spice to life in gener- 
al. In 1898, soon after 
George Chaffey’s return 
from Australia. he bought 
both papers combining 
them as the Record Observ- 
er. R.C.P. Smith became 
the editor and later LS. 
Watson took over duties 
from May 3, 1901 to Sept. 5. 
1902. With the Sept. 13 issue 
it was again called the On- 
tario Record, becoming a 
semi-weekly from June 3, 
1903 to Feb. 27. 1904. The pa- 
per was published weekly 
after that time until 1963. 


EYEGLASSES 
NO HIDDEN EXTRAS 


The Daily Report entered 
a new era more than four 
decades ago with a change 
in ownership. In 1930, the 
Allens sold to Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank B. Appleby, who be- 
came publisher. Appleby 
was the holder of a Phi Beta 
Kappa Key for scholastic 
excellence, a veteran of 
World War I who saw ser- 
vice in France as an AEF 
infantry officer, and a 
newspaperman of excep- 
tional ability and even 
greater promise. 

Following her husband's 
death in 1936, Mrs. Appleby 
(later Jerene Appleby 
Harnish) assumed the di- 
rection of The Daily Re- 
port. She guided the firm 
through nearly a quarter of 
a century, serving longer 
than any previous publisher 
of this newspaper. Mrs 


€ 


Harnish died July 4 at age 
86. 

It was during the 1940-50 
era that Ontario and its 
neighbors changed from 
sleepy villages to bustling 
suburban communities. The 
population of Ontario was 
more than 60,000 when Mrs. 
Harnish stepped down as 
publisher after she and her 
two sons, Carlton and An- 
drew. sold the property in 
1965. 

In April of that year, The 
Daily Report was acquired 
by the Progress Bulletin 
Publishing Co. in Pomona. 
That firm was owned by 
Charles T. Richardson and 
his father, A.T. Richardson. 
The younger brother be- 
came the publisher of The 
Daily Report. 

An immediate expansion 
program was begun and

more than $600,000 was 
spent for a new pressroom 
with a 64-page Scott rotary 
press, and for remodeling of 
existing facilities. Work 
was completed in Novem- 
ber 1966, and during the fol- 
lowing January, a $30,000 
PDP-8 Computer for justi- 
fying, hyphenating and 
spacing unjustified punch 
tape was installed. 

In November 1967, both 
the Progress Bulletin and 
The Daily Report, along 
with the other six Progress 
Bulletin papers in the Po- 
mona Valley. were pur- 
chased by the Donrey 
Media Group. Donald W. 
Reynolds became The Daily 
Report’s president. The ti- 
tle of publisher was abo- 
lished and Bill Metcalf, a 
longtime advertising exe- 
cutive for the Progress Bul- 
letin, became the general 


manager. In 1973 he was 
named vice president of 
Donrey Media, and was re- 
placed as general manager 
by Jay Holmes, a longtime 
employee of The Daily Re- 
port. 

The newspaper, pub- 
lished seven days a week, 
serves the communities of 
Western San Bernardino 
County — Ontario, Upland, 
Chino, Montclair, Rancho 
Cucamonga, Guasti and 
Fontana. The daily circula- 
tion is approximately 34,000 
and the Sunday circulation 
exceeds 35,000. 

The Daily Report has re- 
ceived many awards for ex- 
cellence. This year, the 
paper won the prestigious 
John Swett award for edu- 
cational reporting and the 
1980 Reporting Excellence 
Award in the Donrey Media 
Group competition.
